28th August. — Prisoners being charged with a Conspiracy, pannel called, 31 Jurors 
appeared of the original pannel. It was objected to by the Crown; four additional Jurors 
then appeared. Prisoners join in their challenges ; the Bill was not found until the 27th 
August. Trial postponed by the Crown. Leary moved to be admitted to bail and offered 
security, himself in £.500 and two sureties in £.200 each. The Judge ordered prisoners 
to remain until discharged by due course of law.
